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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants definition of circumferential systematic 
errors are errors that "vary circumferentially (i.e.around the track)" can not be reconciled with the claims. The claims only call for a 
"circumferential systematic error", not one that is varying. The previous office action pointed out an arrangement in which a systematic 
error exists at a given circumference of the disk which although might not satisfy applicant's varying cicumferential argument, does satisfy 
applicants claimed circumferential systematic error. Furthermore the specific examples of errors that vary circumferentially as argued in 
the response can not be reconciled with the written disclosure.. 
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
